1. Claim 1 describes an articulated suspension system 
with a suspension part having an end part with a 
partially spherical outer profile, with a connection 
part suspended on the suspension part and with a 
sliding part disposed therebetween, as is disclosed 
in DE 93 01 268 U. 

In order to ensure a homogeneous, i.e. radially 
symmetrical, flow of force between the components 
spherical joint - spherical joint bearing - joint 
connection flange in this type of suspension system 
as a result of a suitable geometrical design, the 
sliding part takes the form of an annular sliding 
band of constant thickness of which the inner 
profile matches the spherical outer profile of the 
end part, the connection part having an end part 
with a partially spherical inner profile matching 
the spherical outer profile of the sliding band. 



The above features are novel, have industrial 
applicability and involve an inventive step since 
they are not suggested by any of the available 
documents .
